CAPE CANAVERAL <UPI> - 
The weatherman gave a “go” 
signal today to a planned U.S. 
attempt to fire a mighty Saturn-1 
rocket into space this afternoon. 
But scientists called off a satel­ 
lite shot that had been set for 
tonight as part of a doubleheader. 


The 165-foot Saturn-1, packing 
the horsepower of 300,000 automo­ 
biles, was scheduled to blast off 
on a thunderous, seven - minute 
flight at 1:30 p.m. EST. 
• 


The countdown passed a major 
barrier at 7:30 a.m. EST when 
scientists decided the weather 
looked good enough to go ahead. 
Liquid oxygen immediately began 
flowing into the rocket’s giant fuel 
tanks. 


A space agency spokesman said 
one hour later, “we are right on 
time.” 


But early today, officials post­ 
poned the planned launching of a 
three-stage Delta rocket with a 
410 - pound atmosphere - studying 
satellite aboard. The shot, which 
had been set for tonight, “is off 
until early next week,” a federal 
space agency spokesman said.

struments. 


The Saturn-1 and its sister “su­ 
perrockets” will send (J.S. astro­ 
nauts into weeks-iong orbits around 
earth and later to the moon it­ 
self this decade. 
The Saturn-1 rocket generates 
1.5 million pounds of thrust and 
is as awesome in its own way 
as the planet after which it was 
named. The rocket is seeking its 
fourth success in as many launch­ 
ings 
This was the 
last 
“booster- 
only” flight for the Saturn-1. The 
next of the big rockets, scheduled 
to be launched late this year, will 
carry a “live” second stage pro­ 
pelled by high-energy liquid hy­ 
drogen. 
By 1965, the space agency said, 
Saturn-1 should be ready to put 
Apollo spaceships with three men 
aboard into orbits around earth for 
flights of up to two weeks.
